As | prepare to retire on September 1% it is interesting to reflect back on 34 years and highlight the changes in NOAA and how
the NOAA Corps has continued through all this change to make important contributions to NOAA and the Nation.

I am the last active duty officer to have joined the Commissioned Corps of the Environmental Science Services Administration
(USESSA Corps). ESSA, formed in 1966, was the first step in the “bureau conglomeration” that led in October of 1970 to the
formation of NOAA, a further conglomeration of programs recommended by the Stratton Commission. During NOAA’s first
30 years, its programs and services resisted numerous attempts to “corporatize.” For the most part, this resistance was the
result of the momentum created by long histories of independent existence and name recognition that these line offices enjoyed
before NOAA was created. Organizations such as the Bureau of Commercial Fisheries, the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey,
and the U.S. Weather Bureau were well established and known for many decades with long-standing cultures of their own. In
addition, the support of Congress for NOAA programs over the years has often resulted in budget earmarks and oversight that
have had the side effect of maintaining the separate identity of the various line offices.

During the past two and one-half years, Vice Admiral Lautenbacher and his leadership team have implemented a sea change in
the way NOAA operates. New business processes, protocols, and procedures have created a NOAA that becomes more
corporate and unified every day. Major decisions across NOAA now involve, on a routine basis, the entire NOAA leadership
team. Planning and programming are no longer “line office centric,” but are organized around NOAA'’s strategic goals. This
results in an annual NOAA program plan that the line offices have a responsibility to implement. These processes are creating
a profound transformation in the way NOAA does business and significant benefit is already being realized. Vice Admiral
Lautenbacher sees the NOAA Corps as corporate by definition. We serve across all of the NOAA components and can cross
pollinate experiences and best practices. Clearly this is one of the important strengths of the NOAA Corps, and we should be
leaders in making NOAA a true corporation. | am sure all of us can identify experiences during our careers where we have
made contributions that served to better integrate NOAA activities.

Over the years, | have seen our fleet of ships and aircraft be new, be old, and then be new again. Support for the
NOAA Commissioned Corps has been strong, neutral, extremely negative, and now as strong as it has ever been.
We survived the frontal assault on our very existence in the mid-1990's because of strong leadership from Rear
Admiral Bill Stubblefield, the advocacy of NOAA Corps wives and families and retired officers, and finally, by
continuing to do our jobs well. In particular, we provided support in the aftermath of a number of national
tragedies with such professionalism and technical expertise that it caused the political system to question the
rationale for our elimination. We were strengthened by the experience.

Today, Rear Admirals DeBow and Behn stand at the ready to lead NMAO and the NOAA Corps into the future.
They bring great talent and energy to their new responsibilities, and 1 am confident that they will do an outstanding
job. The future is bright.

For me, it has been an honor and privilege to serve with you all.
